’import licences under the "U.'K./India ICICI Loan, 1969 of £. 1 million, as given 
in Appendix ito this Public Notice are notified for the information of the trade. 

Appendix 

Licensing -conditions for the £. 1 MilliiM U.K./India ICICI Loan 1069 
3, General conditions. 

(1) The licence will bear the superscription—“U.K./India ICICI Loan 1969.’* 
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(2) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted against the import 
licence, except U,K. bank charges which may be remitted through normal bank¬ 
ing channels. Any payment towards Indian Agent's commission should be mader 
in Indian Rupees to the agents in India, Such payments, however, will form part 
of the licence value and will therefore, be charged to the licence. 

(3) The licence will be issued with an initial validity period of twelve 
months. Firm orders on C.I.F. or C & F basis must be placed within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If orders cannot be placed within 
four months for valid reasons, the licence should be submitted' to the licensing 1 
authority during the 5th month giving the reasons for the delay in placing orders 
and indicating the date by which orders would be placed and extension in the 
period lor ordering as necessary. Such requests will be considered on merits 
by the C.C.I. & E., in consultation with the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Economic Affairs) where necessary. (It should be noted that unless ordering is 
completed within 4 months or the extended period allowed by the licensing autho¬ 
rity in any case, the authorised dealers in foreign exchange will not permit estab¬ 
lishment of letters of credit, or deposit of rupee equivalents). 

(4) All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of licence. 
Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods. No credit facility 
of any kind will be permitted. 

II. Special points to be incorporated in the orders/contracts or otherwise kept in 

view. 

(1) While placing firm orders/contracts, which must be placed only on sup - 
pliers in the U.K. (which expression includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man), the licensee must en-urc by a provision In 'he same that the goods pur¬ 
chased are or will he wholly or mainly produced or manufactured in the U.K. 
When the contract also provides for works and services in connection with the- 
purchase of such goods it must similarly be ensured by a suitable provision there¬ 
in that such works and services are or will be provided by persons ordinarily 
resident or carrying on business in the U.K. (It should be noted that the sup— 
plier/contractor will have to sign a Contract Certificate as provided in Section 
III below, indicating the non-U.K. content, if any, of the goods to be supplied, or 
in the case of chemicals and allied products, declare them to be of U.K. origin). 

(2) A clause should be included in the contract to the effect that the contract 
is subject to and will become effective only on approval by the Industrial Credit 
and Investment Corporation of India Ltd. (in the case of contracts up to a value- 
of e 10,000;, and by the U.K, Government in the cose ol contracts exceeding 
£' 10,000 in value. 

(3) In the case of contracts apto a value of £ 10,000. (which do not need the 
anproval of the U.K. authorities— vide (2) above), if the non-U.K. element is 
likeiv to exceed 10% of the F.O.B. value of the contracts, this should be brought 
to the notice of the ICICI who will consult the Department of Economic Affairs, 
and obifiin their approval, and only thereafter should firm commitments be en¬ 
tered into. 

(4) The documentation requirements mentioned in Section III and V below 
and the payment procedure laid down in Section IV below should be kept in view- 
and should be appropriately incorporated in the contract. 


III. Contract Acceptances. 

Notification of contracts and amendments thereto 

(1) Within a fortnight of placing of contracts, the licensee should forward" 
four copies of the contracts or notification of contract (attached as Annexure I), 
to the ICICI accompanied by five copies of the “Contract Certificate” (in the form- 
attached as Annexure IIA or IIB as is appropriate) duly signed by the Supplier. 

N.B. As no payments can be made unless the contract is accepted by ICICI 
or the U.K. Government as is appropriate, it is most imperative for the licensee 1 
to ensure that copies of contracts/notifications of Contract along with supplier's- 
contract certificates are forwarded to the ICICI at the earliest. 
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(2) While forwarding the above documents to the ICICI it must be ensured 
that the number and date of the import licence and the name of the loan are 
clearly ncL\l in the documents. 

(3) The ICICI will send two copies of the contract or Notification of Contract 
duly countersigned by them, and three copies of the contract certificate, to the 
Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of India, London for their record 
(when the contract is upto £. 10,000 in value), and for obtaining the acceptance 
of the Ministry of Overseas Development of the U.K. Government to the contract 
when the contract exceeds £. 10,000 in value. (Simultaneously, one set of docu¬ 
ments would be sent by ICICI to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Adairs, Economic Aid Accounts Bcan^h, Jeewan .Deep Building. 10, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi), As soon as possible after the acceptance or non-acceptance 
of the contract hv the U.K. Government is obtained (in cases where such approval 
is required), the U.K. Supplier as well as the licensee and the ICICI will be in¬ 
formed of the same direct by the Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of 
India, London under advice to the Mini si ry of Finance. 

(4) If at any time a contract (being a contract in respect of which acceptance 
of U.K. Government has been obtained or is pending) is amended, or if liability 
is incurred cr is to be incurred thereunder to a greater amount than the amount 
specified in the Contract Certificate, the licensee should promptly forward to the 
ICICI, the relevant supplementary or revised documents, copies of amendmtnts 
to contracts and revised Contract Certificates—so as to enable them to notify 

the same to the U.K. Government for obtaining their acceptance. As soon as 

acceptance to an amendment to the contract/order is obtained from the U.K 
Government (in cases where such approval is required), the licensee and the 

ICICI will be notified of the same in the same manner as was for the original 

contract. 

(5) If, in any case, the contract is with the Indian Agent of the foreign sup¬ 
plier, it should indicate the name and address of the U.K. supplier to whom pay¬ 
ment is to be made for the Sterling portion of the contract, which alone will qua¬ 
lify for payment under the loan. Copies of such contracts (or of contracts placed 
by Indian Agents with U.K, Suppliers, if there are such separate contracts) should 
be sent as prescribed above. 


IV. Payment to U.K. Suppliers—Letter of Credit Procedure. 

(10 After the contract has been approved by the ICICI or the ODM, as the 
case may be, and on completion of legal formalities between the licensee and 
the ICICI, the latter will instruct the licensee to request the Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Economic Affairs), Economic Aid Accounts Branch, New Delhi 
for a letter of authorisation to anv of the Exchange Banks in It dia for omening a 
letter of credit In favour of the suppliers with one of the correspondent banks in 
the U K and send a copy of their instructions to the Ministry of Finance. 


(2), The request for the letter of authorisation (in the form given in Annexure 
III) and accompanied by a guarantee from the ICICI (as in Annexure IV) for the 
full value of the licence plus 1% should be addressed by the licensee to the Senior 
Accounts Officer, Economic Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Economic Affairs), Jeevan Deep Building, 10. Parliament Street New Delhi, 
promptly after the receipt of the instructions aforesaid from the ICICI. 


(3) If the application is found to be in order , the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, will issue an authorisation for the requisite amount to 
the importer and the Indian exchange bank concerned. The Department of Econo¬ 
mic Affairs will also advise the U.K. Bank concerned and the CAO. London suit¬ 
ably, The advice to the U.K, Bank will, however he sent to the Indian exchange 
bank concerned alongwith their copy of the authorisation letter, _who should then 
transmit it to the U.K. Bank while opening the letter of credit. 


(4) The Letter of Credit should be opened within three weeks from the date 
of issue of the authorisation under intimation to the Ministry of Finance failing 
which the authorisation will lapse. The Letter of Credit should detail the condi¬ 
tions to which the licence is subject; should provide for payments to the suppliers 
on the submission of all the documents detailed In Section V below; should con¬ 
tain adequate instructions regarding the despatch of documents after payment, and 
should be opened subject to the condition that the correspondent banks in the 
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U K. would, after making payments to the beneficiaries initially out of their own 
funds, obtain reimbursement therefor from the State Bank of India, London, 
through the Chief Accounting Officer. High Commission of India, London. The 
Indian Exchange Bank’s instructions regarding the opening of Letter of Credit 
must accord completely with the authorisations issued by the Ministry of Finance. 
There should be no discrepancies in any respect. 

(5) The Letter of Credit should be clearly marked with the Loan title and 
with the U.K. authorities’ contract Approval number, in cases where such appro¬ 
val is required. 

V. Documentation. 

(1) The importer Is responsible to see that the U.K. Supplier completes and 
submits the documents detailed below to the U.K. Bank at the time of claiming 
payment for the goods supplied: — 

(i) The original invoice, with four photo copies or copies by any other pro¬ 

cess. (The invoice should show the name and address of the import¬ 
er; quantity and detailed description of each item supplied; sales 
price for each item reflecting all trade discounts; the basis of delivery 
(F.O.B., C & F. C.I.F. and FAS); and the sterling cost of any inci¬ 
dental services including delivery services or marine or transporta¬ 
tion insurance. 

(ii) One copy (or photostat) of ocean or charter-party bill of lading or 

airway bill or parcel post receipt. (The Bill of Lading shall Indicate 
the carrier’s statement of charges in whatsoever currency it is paid). 

(iii) Four copies of the payment certificate in the form given in Annexure 

V (not reduired in respect of contracts for which a contract certifi¬ 
cate (Chemicals) in the form given in Annexure 11(B) has been pro¬ 
vided). For this purpose, five blank forms of the payment certificate 
in the prescribed form should be attached to the letter of credit for 
completion by the supplier at the time of obtaining payment. 

Each document must show the loan number, details of import licence, and if 
possible, the particulars of the Letter of Credit authorisation issued by the Minis¬ 
try of Finance. 

(2) While opening Letters of Credit the authorised exchange bank in India 
will, on lehalf of the importer, take care to incorporate necessary conditions In 
the letter of credit to ensure that the above requirements of documentation axe 
noted and complied with by the U.K. Suppliers. 

(3) After payment is made to the Supplier, the correspondent Bank in the 
U.K. will send by air mail the original negotiable set of documents to the Indian 
bank concerned, and a set of non-negotiable documents to the ICICI, along with 
a statement of their sterling bank charges. (The Indian bank will remit the Bank 
charages to the U.K. Bank and recover the same from the importer.) Simultane¬ 
ously. the U.K. Bank will claim the reimbursement of the amounts paid by it to 
the Supplier from the Chief Accounting Officer, High Commission of India. London 
and Will submit for this purpose invoices received from the Suppliers and pay¬ 
ment certificates as in Annexure V where required. The Chief Accounting Officer, 
High Commission of India, London will arrange payment to the U.K. Bank 
through the State Bank of India, London. 

VI. ICIC’s responsibilities for rupee deposits 

(1) Within seven days of the receipt of non-negotiable import documents from 
the U.K. Bank, the ICIC will deposit into Government account the rupee equiva¬ 
lent of the payment made by the U.K. bank determined at Ihe rate of Rs. 18.13 
per £ 1.00 (see para 5 below) plus interest charges at 6 per cent per annum for 
th e period from the date of payment to the U.K. supplier* by the U.K. bank to 
the date of deposit of the rupee equivalent. 

(2) The amount referred to above should be deposited by the ICICI to the cre¬ 
dit of the Government of India in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the 
State Bank of India, Delhi, or if this is not feasible, should be remitted by means of 
Demand Draft drawn on and in favour of the State Bank of India Tis Hazari 
Branch, Delhi. Thereafter, the Treasury Challan evidencing the deposit should be 
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*est by Registered post to the Senior Accounts Officer, Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic A flairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeevan Buiicimg. 
10, Parliament Street, New Delhi, indicating references to and enclosing copies of 
the invoices/shipping documents and the authorisation of that Department to which 
the transaction relates. The ICICI shall also arrange to deposit (in the same 
manner as above) such additional amounts on account of Service Charges as may 
he demanded bv the Government of India within seven days after such demand. 
ICICI should also All in, in duplicate, the Form ‘S’ incorporated in Annexure II of 
the Public Notice No. 184-ITC(PN,i;o3. dated 30th August. 1008 ard present the 
same to the Bar k while arranging for rupee deposits in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed in th e said Public Notice. 

(3) The amounts including interest charges to be deposited to the Credit of 
the Government of India shall he creditable under the Head of Account "Section 
T—Deposits and Advances—Par t II—Deposits—Deposits not hearing interest—. 
(C) —Other Deposits Accounts—Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases abroad 
from U.K..—Purchases under U.K. Loan—-Purchase under 4-' 1 million UK/India 
I.C I.C.I. Loan 1989” and the Accountant General. Central Revenues, New Delhi 
shall be shown £-s the Accounts Officer who will adjust these credits. 

(4) After the obligations In term.? of the Guarantee and the Letter of Cred.t 
authorisation issued by the Ministry of Finance are fulfilled, the LC.I.C.I, can 
apply to the Senior Accounts Officer, Economic Aid Accounts Section, Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs for the release of the Guarantee, The 
application must be made by the I.C.I.C.I. (not by the importers) and must be in 
the form laid cuwn in Annexure VI. 

(5) The rate of exchange viz. £. 1— Rs. 18.18 mentioned above is the prevail¬ 
ing ‘composite’ rate of exchange and any change in the same will be notified as 
and when decided upon by the Government of India. 

VII, Reports on the utilisation of the import licence. 

A monthly report in the form attached in Annexure VII. showing the utiliza¬ 
tion status of the licence, should be furnished on the 15th of each month tc the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. Economic Aid Accounts 
Branch, New Delhi with a copy tc the I.C.I.C.I. and also to the Ministry of In¬ 
dustrial Development, Internal Trade and Company Affairs (Department of Indus¬ 
trial Development) Foreign Exchange Credit Section, Udyog Bhavan. New Deffil. 

VIII. Miscellaneous instructions. 

(1) Refunds from U.K. suppliers. 

If any money is received by the licensee from the U.K. suppliers on a guarantor 
(insurance company etc.) as a refund in settlement of insurance claim or otherwise, 
such amounts should he refunded by the supplier to the correspondent bank in the 
U.K, (from which the payment was initially made to the suppliers) with instruc¬ 
tions to refund the amount immediately, in turn to CA.O. High Commission of 
India, London, for crediting the loan Account. After the loan amount is so credit¬ 
ed, an equivalent amount in rupees will be arranged to Be refunded to the impor¬ 
ter by the Ministry of Finance, upon receipt of claim iherefor from importer. 
If any refund is received after the close of the loan, the same will have to he made 
by the supplier direct to the importer. 

As and when any such refund is received, a report thereof should also be 
made to the Ministry of Finance with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment. Internal Trade, and Company Affairs (Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment) Foreign Exchange Section Udyog Bhavna. Now Delhi, 

(2i) Notifying Suppliers of Special Conditions. 

The licensee should apprise the supplier of any special provisions in the import 
licence which may affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

(3) Disputes 

It should he understood that the Government of Inlia will net undertake any 
responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the licensee and the 
suppliers. 
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(4) Future Instructions. 

The licensee shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or orders 
issued by the Government regaiding any and ail matters arising from or per¬ 
taining to the import licence and for meeting all obligations under the credit 
agreement, 

(6) Breach or Violation. 

Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clauses will result 
in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act,
